1. I just talked to Tom Reckford, and he tells me 
that the Commission is not expecting specific follow-up 
to the Colby hearings. He said that over time the 
Commission would ask additional questions in areas such 

as personnel recruitment (Senator Pearson's special interest), 
but that their records do not show any questions outstanding 
at the moment. 

2. Having read the transcript through once, I think \0 
that Warner's proposed follow-up on changes in the 1947 Act, \ 
and with respect to new criminal penalties, would be a good 
follow-up response to the hearings. This would give the / 
Commission something to work with right away and would serve 
the interests of the DCI. 

3. As to a generalized statement about how we would 
organize the Community better if we could, Reckford says they 
aren’t looking for anything from us soon. Mr. Colby should 
be allowed to settle- in further and gain more perspective 
before he has to respond specifically to this question. This 
is another area the Commission will probably pursue, but later 
on in their two year tenure. 

4. With respect to the transcript, I have identified 
some portions which should be deleted or changed. At this 
point, the Commission does not plan to issue a report of the 
hearings. Rather, Reckford will summarize relevant points for 
the final Commission report. Thus, it seems that "sanitizing" 
the transcript is necessary only to the degree that it shows 
authorized readers what they cannot refer to on the record, 
and so that it shows Tom what he should not include in his 
summary. If the Commission changes its plans with respect to 
the transcript, they will let us know in time to review it 
again.
